can reach It. Jiere is a list to choose 

from: William Sulzer, David B. Hill, 
Blllott Danfortta. Judge A. B. P»rker 

of Now York; Benjamin F. Shlvely, 
Indiana; Charles A. Towne, Minnesota; 
Carter H. Harrison, Illinois; Btntou 
McMilliQ, Tennessee; James Hamilton 
Lewff, Washington; Robert A. Pattl- 
Bon, Pennsylvania; Arthur P. Gorman, 
Muiylaiitl; D. J. Campau, Michi^^m; 
David S. Rot-e, Wisconsin; David Over- 
meyer, Kansas; William J. Stone, Mis- 
•ourl; George Fred Williams, Massa- 
chusetts. There may he some other.?, 
but these are "mentioned." Some are 
avowed candidatos and others are not, 
and some do not even expect to be 
presented to the conTentlon. 

The active candidates are Sulzrr and 
Towne. Others expect a coinplinu'n- 
tary vote, but both of these gentleraon 
irant the nomination and their friends 
are workias tor them with much earn- 
estness. Prlend.s of Shlvrly are also 
pressing him, but the Indiana man is 
discouraging them. Shlvely ha.s hi.s 
eye on a aeat in the yeoate, which is 
more attractive to htm than a nomina- 
tion for the vice presidency. He does 
not care to offend bis Indiana friends 
by being churlish regarding tue vice 
presidency. But be la doing w'aat he 
can to discourage the talk aboat him- 
self. The friends of Towne say Shlvely 
is not and will not be a candidate. An- 
other man who is strongly mcnlion'^d 
Is Carter H. Harrison of Chicago. liU 
sola men oay be prevented the state 
OOnvention from naming lilm for gov- 
ernor or instructing for blm for vice 
president. It is expected he will con:e 
here and make It plala that be 'iofs 
mot wish to be a candidate. 

Quite an interesting and unknown 
quantity Is the suggeaition about ex- 
Senator Hill. He seems to have muih 
strength In different parts of the coun- 
try, and several delegatlona Intend to 
Tote for htm. 

"Towne is the logical candidate," re- 
marked Senator Pettigrew, "and that 
Is why he is going to be nominated. 
Nebraska Is going to second bis nomi- 
nation and support him," he continued, 
"and that ought to be a sufficient indi- 
oilloa aa to the way Bryan feels to- 
ward him. MIntaeaota and South Da- 
kota are Instrueted for Towne, and 
delegates from other ataUa aro for 
him." 

George Ersd Williams Is working 
Quietly to secure support for him in 
New England. "We ought to have a 
man for vice president Who Will carry 
out Mr. Bryan's views," said Mr. Wil- 
liams, "should anything happen to Mr. 
Bryan after he is elected." In looking 
over the Held Mr. WilUams thought Mr 
Town name nearer the ideal candidate 
than any man yet mentioned, althoaigh 
he was not ready to say tkat Ifaaaacbu- 
•atts would vote for him. 

The fact that so many names have 
been suggested and that so many dele- 
gates are casting about for a candidate 
Indicates tlM nebulous state at the vice 
preaidenttal situation. It may clear up 
and some one. be agreed upon before 
the convention, but the present indica- 
tions are that the contest will be di- 
toriaiiMd Iqr ballai ii the convention. 
. Tho 'ooatmotara MMAantly assert 
that they will be ready^ turn over the 
convention hall to the national com- 
mittee Tuesday night The. hall wlU 
be opened to the public on that night, 
when a drill will be tha Mitartalnment 
All opera ehaJrs for fweetators are in 
place except In the southwest comer, 
Where the Inclines are being adjusted. 
Work of decoration Is betng^puiaMd. 

Three of the delegatM>«t>larv» from 
Indiana— Jame.s Murdock, O. V. Men- 
sie and Hugh Dougherty — called on 
Richard Croker to propose an alliance 
tfHsi a iTo arid defensive between the 
states of Indiana and New York. The 
Indiana men reported to the leaders ol 



Tammany that the state.s of Indiana 
and New York had gone the same way 
at national elections and were always 
on the winning side. They then made 
the proposition to blm that In all mat 
ters pertaining to the pre.<?ent conven 
tion the states should stand together 
and take united action. The proposal 
is said to have pleased Mr. Croker, and 
he told the Indiana men that be was 
glad to hear the proposition from them 
and would be glad to take it under ad 
TlsriTU'Mt. 

Mr. Bryan's position In regard to the 
platform, as outlined by those close in 
touch with him. is thi.^: Tie holda th.Tt 
the popularity of the Democratic ticket 
In 1896 was due very largely to the pon 
Itive position taken on the silver ques 
tion, and that to take a backward stand 
*t this time would be an evidence Of 
(altering and would weaken the ticket 
in Ita own strongholds without 
atrengthening It where there la no hope 
ot winning. He even goes so far as to 
say that he regards the platform nf 
more importance than the ticket. He 
thinkti also that If he should take any 
other position ho wOald ha aooosad of 
vaccilatlon. 

For the rest, the re.'^olutlons will de- 
nounce the gold standard and the Porto 
RIcaa lecislatlon of the last session of 
congress. It will condemn trusts In 
unmeasured term.«i and at the same 
time acciisic the U('p\il)li(an p irty of 
fostering and maintaining them. The 
admlniatration will also come In for 
strong censure for its policy in the 
Philippines, and It will be recommend- 
ed that the I'liilippino archipidago \iv 
placed upon the same footing as Cuba. 
In theh same connection there will be 
planks denouncing mllitarlpm an(\ im- 
periali.sm, and there will also bo planks 
on tl.r" Income tax, go.)d ro nl.-, civil 
service, pensions, etc., and a strong 
resolution at sympathy with the Boers. 

Delegation Oosaip. 

Richard Croker, Dr. Cosby, Health 
Commissioner of New York city; For- 
mer Senator Murphy, Andrew Freed- 
man and other leaders of Tammaay 
Hail, were the first of the New York 
delegation to appear. Mr. Crok'>r and 
Mr. Murphy, however, visited the con- 
vention hall. Neitlier would talk vn 
politics. 

"Tammany rather fav6r8 the nomi- 
nation for the vice presidency cf a man 
from some close western state, say 
Ohio or Indiana." said Dr. Cosby. "Dut 
whoever the convention in its wisdom 
sees fit to nominate will receive loyal 
support and we will expect to win with 
with him. Ben Shlvely of Indiana 
would make a flrst-cla.-.^ man. But any 
one, so long m he is a good Democrat." 
"Senator Hill, for instance?" 
"Yes, Senator Hill. I know these are 
Mr. Croker's sentiments. The platform 
as adopted by tha OOOVention-Will be 
our platform." 

Elliott Daaforth ^ New York was 
one of the early callers at the ap.irt- 
ments of Former Governor Hill. He 
did not s^ee Mr. Hill .as the latter had 
already left for Lincoln. "In the ordi- 
nary conception of the term," aald Mr. 
Danforth, "I am not a candidate for 
the vice presidency or for any other 
office. I should be proud to be a can- 
didate for vice. president on the ticket 
with Mr. Bryan, but I am not seeking 
the nomination and shall not, believ- 
ing that the convention will do that 
which la wlse.st and best." 

The Wisconsin delegation, headed by 
Mayor David 8. Rose of Milwaukee 
and J. M. Clancy of Madison, who 
holds National Committeeman Wall s 
proxy, is here. Mayor Rose was non- 
committal on the question of the vice 
presidential iiomlnatloa. '^e want a 
man who can carry New York against 
Governor Roosevelt," said Mr. Clancy. 
"Hill can do that. He will bring more 
votes to the ticket than any man we 
con put up, and I believe he will be 
nominated. There is a very strong 
sentiment in his favor among the 
Wisconsin delegation with whom I 
have talked, and I believe there will be 
a regular Roosavalt booa developed 
for Hill befora tia aaavaiitkNi tt^nlM 

to order." 

The Pennsylvania delegation, 100 
strong, and under the Isnderabip of 
Colonel James M.- Oufley, la here. One 
of the delegates-at-large Is ex-Gover- 
nor Robert E. Pattison, who has been 
spoken of as a possible vlee presiden- 
tial candidate. The delegailon, how- 
ever, tavors David B. Bill; And unless 
the situation changes greatly the 64 
votes of the Pennsylvania delegation 
will go to the New Yorker. 

Among the lata anlvals wara L. 
Rosslng and T. D. O'Brien, both dele- 
ga1efi-at-large of Minnesota. They are 
simply the advance guard of the Min- 
nesota delegation, which Is not expect- 
ed to arrive before Tuesday. The del- 
egation meeting wtll be held on Wed- 
nesday morning. The Minnesota del- 
egation was Instructed for Towne for 
riea praaldont.aad Mr. Roaalng and Mr. 
CBrian are entbuslastle in their au- 
voeaey ot bis nomination. Mr. Roaslng 
wtU plaet Mr. Town* la aomlMtton.

Firemen Btltl flghtlag the Flames 
That Are C'otMiiinlng Four nig 
Steanert, and Playing on 
•noMerIng Ruins of m 
Half Mile of Doeka. 



New York, July 2. — The fearful havoc 
to life and property caused by the Are 
which broke out at tha docks ot the 

North German Lloyd company In Ho- 
boken can not be approximated with 

any degree at certainty. Conservative 

people who have had experience along 
the docks are of the opinion that not 
more than 200 lives are lo.st. One of 
the officers of the steanuhlp Bremen 
aald that there were fully SCO visitors 
on board that vps.~el when the Are 
touched there, the majority of them 
being women. A boat was lowrred 
from the Bremen shortly after the 
alarm bad been given, but the craft | 
cnpsi/ed as It touched the water ami 
all hands were pr'^ripitated into tlie 
water, and none i f ilnni were saved 
by those remaining on the vessel. This 
In itself would Indicate that the list of 
dead may be larger than It waa fir^rt 
thought to be. 

The property lo.=s ran Finiply be ap 
proxlmated at this time. None of the 
offleials around the docks could give 
anything like a precise estimate of 
their losses, and none was prepared to 
make a statement on this point. A 
conservative estimate made by a prom- 
inent fire underwriter places the entire 
damage at less than $10,000,000. 

The three docks of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd line are total losses, with 
all their contants, and they are still 
smoldering, with many streams from 
flre hose playing continually on the de- 
bris. The pier ol the Thingvalla line 
is totally wiped away, and an extension 
which had Just been built on the Ham- 
burg-American line's expanse of plera 
was burned down to the pile top.a. The 
warehouses of Palmer Campbell, which 
were across the street from the North 
German Uoyd line docks, suffered 
greatly, and a number of bouses along 
the street were scorched badly. 

The loss on the steamship properties 
and the other companies is estimated 
approximately as follows: The steam- 
ship Main ot the North German Lloyd 
line cost $1,600,000 outsdde of the cargo, 
fitting and stores. The loss Is placed 
at $1,200,000 for the vessel and about 
$400,000 for the fitting and stores and 
cargo tbat was aboard of her. The 
steamship Bremen of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd line cost $1,260,000, and her 
flltiuK and cargo were valued at $800,- 
000. The cargo and stores were entirely 
consumed and the loss to the vessel 

proper will amount to at le jst $100,000. 

HOUltllll.K tic RNBS. 

The Saale, the steamship which will 
have the most horrible story of death 
to untold when Oie divers go down in 
her, cost the North German Lloyd com- 
pany $1,260,000, and the fittings and 
cargo were valued at $300,000. The 
Saale la beached at ElUa Island and 
still burning. The damage to tho vea* 
sel proper is placed at $600,000. The 
damage done to the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Der Grosse is estimated at $26,000. 

The three docks of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd line, wlitoh war* bnmed to 
the water's edge, are estimated to hav« 
cost $300,000. The docks were well 
filled with merchandise junl re^^eived 
from abroad, and valued at $360,000. 
Th» Thingvalla ^ar, whloh waa entire* 
ly consumed, was valued at $60,000, 
counting the stores which ware on it. 
The Hamburg-American line dock, 
which had Just been completed as an 
sKlsasion to thsir grant plar, and 
which was destroyed iQ order io pre- 
vent the spread of the flames, was dam- 
aged Lu Itie extent of $15,000. This 
was the only loss they sustained, as 
the ateanur Phoeniela, oontrary to re- 
ports, was not even scorched. 

The warehouses of Palmer Campbell, 
houses E, F, G and H, were burned. 
Mr. Campbell said that be could net 
give a defiaita eatiuata of his tossen, 
but the damaged buildings alone would 
amount to at least $eu,UUO, and the con- 
tents $1,260,000. One lighter, contain- 
ing 6,000 bags of sugar, was destroyed, 
the loaa bdag |t7,000. Bight barges 



«Bd 11 canal boats were either burfeed 

or sunk with their cargoes. Total val- 
uation, $125,000. The Hoboken shore 
railroad bad a number of cars burned 
and other property damaged. Loss $7.- 
000. Minor losses on floating property 
burned at the fire proper or set on flre 
by burning driftwood will amount to 
about $20,000. 

There were no passengers on board 
the Salle, and if any bodlea are fouhd 
other than those of the crew they are 
the remains of visitors, for Saturday 
was visiting day with tlie line and It is 
probable that there were a number on 
board at the time of the fire. It Is 
estimated that from 800 to 400 persons 
were injured and taken to the different 
hospitals in this city. Jersey City and 
Hoboken. Many are believed to be so 
seriously injured that they can not r»> 
tover. 

AVhile the fire waa still burning the 
work of relief was begun. Men came 
to the office of the North German Lloyd 
line almost naked and with their cloth- 
ing soaked by the salt water. Men 
who h.ad been treated by doctors, but 
who were not sufflciently injured as to 
be taken to hospitals, also gathered at 
the ofllee. -Bvery man was given money 
and clothing and taken to a tempor.ary 
lodging house by agents of the com- 
pany. 

The sailors from the ships lost abso- 
lutely everything they possessed. 

Women besieged the offices for Infor- 
mation In regard to relatives. There 
were about 70 missing reported at the 
North German Lloyd office alone. Fully 
86 per cent of the sailors of the Ger- 
mans have no 1 :^ie and no relatives 
in this country. ..lost of them lived 
in Germany. 

Sunday Q^orning 19 men, machinists 
and firemen, were taken off the steam- 
ship Bremen, after having been held 
very close bound, with death staring 
them In the face, for nearly 12 hours. 
No loss ot life was reported from the 
Bremen, with the exception of the 
probability of deaths occurring from 
the capsizing of the boat already men- 
tioned. 

The flre started Saturday evening 
among cotton bales on the North Ger- 
man I.lovd docks, and spread with 
amazing rapidity In all directions. 
Great dlfllculty was experienced In re- 
moving the vessels moored to .the 
docks, the heat being intense. 

It Is feared that some of the Chris- 
tian Endeavorers, who were to hive 
sailed from Boston Tuesday for South- 
ampton on the Saale. may have lost 
their lives. It was said that some of 
these people had come to this city to 
Inspect the ship, which had been char- 
tered to take 600 of them to England, 
and that they were on board of her 
when the flames broke out. Many peo - 
ple, to avoid being roasted to death on 
the steamships and docks, jumped 
overboard and were drowned. Search- 
ing parties are keeping a close watch 
along the sbores of the North river, 
Brooklyn ami Staten Island. 

The firehoat Robert A. Wyck, which 
arrived on the scene first among the 
river fire-fighters, presented a picture 
of horror and ghastllness as she lay 
at her dock In the Ea.st river. The 
decks were covered with cotton, sat- 
urated with the blood ot the victims 
rescued by the brave men aboard. 
Pieces of human skin clung to the 
scarlet rags of the victims, and the 
dreadful experience of the firemen of 
the day previous brought again to 
every hand memories which sought to 
forget the horrible spectacle. 

Lieutenant MrGlnnis said: "I should 
say there were passengers aboard the 
Saale. They looked like passengers and 
surely ware not members ot the crew. 
They were locked down In the bold ot 
the vessel as securely as ever a convict 
was imprisoned In a cell. There was 
no escape fpr them after the vessel be- 
gan to take water. We got about 80 
out of there while we were allowed to 
work from the deck. It waa then we 
witnessed the awful sight of human 
agony. 

"A hundred arms with the fiesh torn 
fremthem and blackened with saioke. 

protruded from the small port holes 
which were but a foot or less In diam- 
etar. II those port holes had been 
larger, sufficient to adadt the paassge 
«f a human body. th« reocnea would 
have been many more In number than 
they were. The 0 men we rescued were 
raving maniacs when we got them 
aboard.

Shanghai, July t.— The British con- 
sul at Chefu telegraphs that Baron 
Von Ketteler, German mini.->ter, was 
murdered by native li-mps June IS. 
Three legations (it is not stated which) 
were still nndestroyed June 88. The 
American consul here states that Yung 
Lu telcgr.iphcd Juno 2*> that the other 
ministers were safe that morning, but 
the situation was desperate and he 
doubted whether the ministers could 
hold out 24 hotirs longer, as h" and the 
empress could not longer give protec- 
tion. 

London, July 2.— OITIcial dispatches 
received by the consular body at 
Shanghai confirm in the fullest manner 
the report oC-the butchery of Baron 
Von Ketteler, the German minister, on 
June IS. Tlic amliasasdnr wdH riding 
on Legation street when be was at- 
tacked by Chinese troops and Boxers, 
dragged from his horse and killed. His 
body was hacked to pieces with sword?.

Reporto Confirmed. ^ 
Waahlagton, Jnly 1— Two important 
cablegrams wsrs rscolved by Secretary 

Hay from United States Consul Good- 
now at Shanghai. The text is with- 
held, but the consul states in substance 
as f(Alowa: "It la mmorsd in Shanghai 
that the German minister to Peking, 
Baron Von Ketteler, was killed at Pe- v 
king on June 18. On June 23 three ot 
the legation buildlaga were still stand* 
toff, the others havlaff bssn b«mad|^On 
June 26 a dispatch waa receivch at 
Shanghai from Yung Lu (believed to 
be the viceroy ot the province of Chile, 
wlisra the principal troublaa hava eo- 
earred), statlnt th«t the other minis- 
ters were safe. Diepatches to Shang- 
hai from different sources indicate that 
Prince Tuan, father of the heir appar- 
ant, aeems to ba absolutely la control 
at Peking, and tbat his attitude is the 
worst possible, and most hoftUIe to Ibr- 
signers.
